CHAP. VI. 


Proving that the Day of Reconctliation was an extraordinary 
long Sabbath, and an extraordinary long Fafltng-day, and 
therefore the beginning of thts day ought not to be alleged as 
anexemplary Patteru, neither for the beginning of any o- 

ther Fajling- day, nor yet for the beginning of the Lords 
Day. , oa
